Seeking Opportunity and Justice Would

PROPOSE to discuss the objectiops to world government, the 
alternatives to world government, and the kind of world govern- 
ment we should seek to establish. 


Perhaps the most common ob- 
jection to world government is 
that it will diminish the sover- 
eignty of the United States... . 
The objection is a selfish objec- 
tion, based on a conception, which 
L believe to be false, of American 
interests. The objection is mis- 
conceived. We have more than 
anybody else. But this simply 
means, in the present state of the 
world, that we have more to lose 
than anybody else. Therefore we 
should be more interested than 
anybody else in world govern- 
a. « - 

No war can be in the 
of the United States. If, then, 
world government can _ prevent 
war, or if it has a better chance 
of preventing it than anything 
else, it would be in the interest of 
the United States to give up... 
some of the sovereignty of the 
United States to get it. 

Russia and World Government. 


A second objection to world gov- 
ernment is exactly opposite to the 
first. It is that the Russians do 
not like it. It is for this reason 
presumably that Mr. Henry Wal- 
lace does not advocate world gov- 
ernment. Mr. Wallace places his 
hopes on friendship with the Rus- 
sians. on what Mr. Molotov has 
called the peaceful competition of 
states and social systems 

[ agree that we should try to De 
friendly with the Russians. Mr. 
Wallace’s program is certainly bet- 
than Mr. Truman's, which, 
since October 1945, has been to 
eall for the largest army, navy, 
and air force in the world, appar- 
ently for the purpose of intimidat- 
ing Rusia 

What Mr. Wallace and Mr. Mo- 
lotoev overlook is that competition 
between nations, as between indi- 
viduals, cannot long remain peace- 
ful unless it operates within a 
framework of law.... 

I prefer the Wallace doctrine 
to the Truman doctrine. Both are 
doomed to fail. If we failed with 
the Wallace doctrine, should

‘canning in tin is easy when one 
knows how. Until one learns how 
to do it the right way, there are 
‘as many pitfalls as in any other

miss fashion. The first essential 
of success is a good sealer, and 
learning how to operate the sealer 
perfectly. 

One also needs a very solid table 
or shelf on which to attach the 
sealer so there will be no wobbling 
whatever when the sealer is oper 
ated. Then one needs practice in 
sealing before one actually starts 
with food. It pays a beginne!: 
invest in a dozen or more extra 
cans for practice. How to make 
the tests for perfect seals come 
in the booklet of instructions. In 
this prac sy one gets the feel and 
the sight of the perfect and imper- 
‘fect seal. And one should never 
take a chance on some tin that is 
doubtful, because processing 
sure to open up the imperfect seal 
more, thus making it even more 
susceptible to admitting spoilage 
organisms.

N CABIN cruisers with most of the comforts of home 
handily compressed into a small deck and a cou- 
ple of interior compartments, weekend sailors are 

rediscovering the Mississippi. Navigable side chan- 
nels and sloughs formed by the river as it approaches 
St. Louis are alluring avenues of exploration. Throw- 
ing a wake between verdure-covered banks, or an- 
chored at a sandbar for lolling in the sun, for swim- 
ming and lunch, the boating family has access to a 
world satisfyingly remote from city crowds and heat. 

Considerable motorboating activity takes place 
in the dozen or so harbors along the river between 
Jefferson Barracks and points north of Alton. At the 
dock between water trips, owners contentedly polish 
metal fittings, tune their motors, apply touches of 
paint. On Saturday and Sunday mornings, families 
and guests—a boat owner has a large circle of de 
voted friends—go aboard bearing great armloads of 
supplies for the day’s outing. Families often spend 
the night swinging at anchor outside the channel, 
where there is a seldom-failing breeze. 

This pleasant existence entails a substantial initial 
cost, but the upkeep is comparatively low. A 23-foot 
express cruiser that sleeps two will cost about $3700. 
Four persons can sleep on a 25-footer costing $5900. 
From there, prices zoom into the $15,000 brackets for 
more elaborate accommodations; there are a few all- 
out luxury yachts in this area that cost their owners 
up to $60,000. Single-engine boats 32 to 36 feet long 
are most popular. Year-cround operating and main- 
tenance costs for this type, including winter storage 
and insurance, are $1 to $2 a day. A day’s cruising 
takes about eight gallons of gasoline, less than a 
large outboard craft would use. 

Most boat owners belong to the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, a non-military organization that drills mem- 
bers in navigation and safety rules. No permit or 
license is required of boat-owners, but all craft over - 3 
16 feet long must be registered with the Coast Guard, ee -

Since about 
85 per cent of the corn crop is marketed in the form 
of meat, the expected 3,328,862,000 bushels may help 
to take meat from the safety deposit vault and put it 
back on the table in a year or so.

OMINATION of Senator Alben William Barkley for the vice 
presidency provided an unexpected note of unity in a Demo 
cratic convention dominated by friction. His selection was 

unanimous by the delegates present—all of Mississippi's delega- 
tion, part of Alabama's had walked out earlier over the racial issue. 
The 70-year-old Senate minority leader became, rather than Presi- 
dent Truman, the chief cohesive force in a party split over Truman, 
civil rights, states’ rights, New Deal principles. 

Barkley's role as a nucleus for divergent groups is traceable 
through his entire 35-year career in Congress. During his record 
10 years—1937-1947—-as Senate majority leader he held the Demo- 
cratic majority almost unfailingly in line behind Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and New Deal legislation. For term after term since 1913 Ken- 
tucky, a border state with many Republicans and many anti- 
New Deal Democrats, has sent him to Congress, first as Representa- 
tive, since 1926 as Senator. ‘ 

The Democratic choice for vice president was born on Novem- 
ber 24, 1877, on his father’s tobacco farm in Graves County, Ken- 
tucky. The family was poor. There were eight children. After 
attending county schools, Barkley worked in tobacco fields, as a 
janitor and odd jobs man, to earn money to further his education. 
He attended Marvin College at Clinton, Kentucky, Emory College 
at Oxford, Georgia, and then studied law at the University of Vir- 
ginia. Admitted to the bar at Paducah in 1901, he worked in a law 
office at $12 a week. In 1905 he successfully ran for McCracken 
County prosecuting attorney, campaigned on foot and on mule- 
back. In 1909 he was elected county judge, and four years after 
became his district's representative in Congress. 

Since 1920 Barkley has been a delegate to every Democratic 
convention. He was temporary chairman and keynoter in 1932— 
when he became the first ‘favorite son’’ candidate to go over to 
Roosevelt—and again in 1936. In 1940 he was the permanent 
chairman; in 1944 he nominated Roosevelt for a fourth term. He 
has been among vice presidential possibilities several times in the 

st. 

With-only a single major break, Barkley was Roosevelt's main- 
stay in the Senate from 1932 on. The break—which was dramatic 
but quite temporary—occurred in 1944 over the President's tax veto 
message criticising Congress. Barkley resigned as majority leader 
despite Roosevelt's plea that he remain. He was promptly re- 
elected, and the breach soon healed. Although Barkley offered 
his services to Truman soon after the latter became President, the 
offer was received with little enthusiasm, and relations between 
Barkley and ‘Truman have been a bit strained. 

Barkley married Dorothy Brower of Paducah in 1903. She 
died last year after a long illness during which her husband filled 
lecture engagements to pay hospital and doctor bills—he has no 
private income. One of his three children is Mrs. Max O’Rell 
Truitt, wife of a former St. Louisan. 
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The Barkley home at Paducah, in which the family has lived 

e for many years. Although one of the best-dressed men in the 

Senate, Barkley lives simply, has given his time to his Senate work 

and family at the expense of law practice. His quick wit, affabil- 

ity, and old-fashioned oratory have been important assets in 
keeping him popular in his home State.
